CAMPUS  COLUMN 

A  new  policy  calling  for  mixed  dorms 
goes  into  effect  this  fall  a.s  a  result  of 
the  wishes  of  the  students  and  the  im- 
possibility of  housing  a  class  in  one 
dormitory.  Exceptions  will  be  Virginia, 
Willard,  and  Betty  Lewis,  still  to  be 
Freshman  dormitories.  Another  change 
requires  suites  to  be  occupied  by  four 
girls,  not  three. 

Expenses  of  Virginia  students  at 
MWC  will  be  $65  higher  this  fall  and 
$125  more  for  non- Virginia  girls.    For 


all  students  the  residential  fee  (laundry, 
infirmary,  and  room  fees)  is  up  $47  and 
board  increased  $18.  Tuition  for  non- 
Virginians  increased  $60. 

Emily  Avery  Holloway  '48,  assistant 
bursar  at  MWC,  represented  the  college 
at  the  Fifteenth  Annual  University 
Women's  Forum  in  NYC  on  February  2. 

A  student-fa.culty  group  is  studying 
the  possibility  of  establishing  an  In- 
dependent Study  program  at  MWC 
similar  to  that  at  UVa.  Eligible  juniors 
and  seniors  would  be  excused  from  lec- 
ture clas.ses  to  carry  on  special  study  in 
their  major  fields.

In  the  future  five  Directors  will  be  elected  each  year  to 
serve  three-year  terms,  but  for  this  initial  election,  when

The  committee  prepares  slates  of  nominees  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  supervises  the  details  of  elections  according 
to  provisions  of  the  By-Laws.  The  three  members  elect  the 
committee  chairman  each  year. 

All 
ballots  must  be  postmarked  no  later  than  midnight  on  Mon- 
day, May  27,  1963.
